mittee on foreign relations reported back 
adversely various anti-Chinese bills in?

The bill further provides that any Chi- 
nese or person of Chinese descent once

fully entitled to remain in the United 
States, and having been removed and 
aubseouently convicted of a like offense, 
shall fie imprisoned at hard labor for a 
period not exceeding six months, and 
afterward removed from the country. 


A joint resolution proposing an amend- 


ment to tbe constitution of the "United 
States, relating to marriage and divorce 
heretofore introduced by Kyle, was taken 
up and Kyle addressed the senate in 
support of it. The amendment proposes 
that congress shall have exclusive power 
to reaulate marriage and divorce in the 
several states and territories and the 
District of Columbia.

Supreme 


Court Decision. 


NEW ORLEANS, February 3. — John A. 


Morrie, of the Louisiana lottery com- 
pany, today issued a lengthy address to 
the people of Louisiana, stating that he 
had not believed tho people of Louisiana 
so opposed to tho lottery as now ap- 
pears, and not desiring to see them in- 
volved in strife he and his associates 
have decided not to accept or qualify un- 
der "the lottery amendment, even were 
it adopted by the people in April next. 
As the supremo court of the United 
States has decided the anti-lottery post •! 
law constitutional it ia their purpose to 
respect that law and abstain from violat- 
ing it in any manner. They are con- 
vinced that the granting of another lot- 
tery charter would be the cause of con- 
tinned agitation and discord on the part 
of a nnmber of citizens of Louisiana, 
and he and his aeeociutes would, be un- 
willing to accept such chartsr even 
though it was given without tho pay- 
ment of $1 license tax. 


Chicago— A special from New Orleans 


regarding the announcement of Mr. 
Morris, head of tbe Louisiana lottery, 
says: It is thought this means that 
the company withdraws ail propositions 
for a reissue of its charters, but it is 
not known whether some other plan 
may not be developed. The lottery is 
reported to have expended between $3,-

ti hold the development of tbpse re- 
sources in check hy a failure to conatrnct 
roada by which they may be reached 
snd developed. The proposed road from 
Sangar will reach a section of heavily 
timbered country that is now practically 
inaccessible except from tbe aonth side 
of Kings river, npon & road leading into 
To!are county. 
Although the territory 


in which these large lumber interests ia 
located lies in this conntj, it is shut off 
from business connections with the 
towns of the county. 
During the sum- 


mer months from 300 to 500 men are 
employed at tho sawmills alone, and 
there are also a good many permanent 
residents to whom this road would be a 
boon. For want of a road theee people 
ara all compelled to go to a neighboring 
county to reach a market and secnre 
supplies. Fresno baa too much wealth 
and enterprise to allow each a condition 
of affairs as that to continue. The road 
mast be built. 


SENATOR CCLLOM on Wednesday last 


introduced in substance the following 
biU: 


No person shall be excused from testi- 


fying in any criminal case or proceeding 
on the ground or for the reason that hia 
testimony might tend to criminate or 
implicate himself, but such person shall 
not be prosecuted or subjected to any 
penalty or forfeiture for err on account of 
any transaction concerning which he 
may thus testify; provided that this eec- 
tion ehall not exempt any part/ or wit- 
ness from prosecution and punishment 
for perjury committed in testifying as 
aforesaid. 


If that biU won't make a good law it 


will take a lawyer to tell the reason why.

cold storage, street railroad and all forms 
of manufacture, great and email, would 
be run by ihe wateis of the San Joaquin.

electric street niilroada. The latter WHS 
doomed, in hia judgment, to speedy dis- 
use because of cost, danger and u&sight- 
linee:. 


Mr. Baldwin closed with the predic- 


tion that Fresno wonld become ono of 
the beet inland manufacturing towns in 
the state. 


Tha cost of the plant to deliver J50 


horee power in San Bernardino and Po- 
mona in the form of incandescent lights 
generally distributed willnot be over 
$120,000, These lights would be worth at 
1 cent per hour over $50,000 per anntlni. 
This same power could be used to run 
motors during the day and would bo 
worth fia much more at rates usually 
charged in the east. If Freeno is look- 
ing for an enterprise which will atir i!3 
blood, here it ie—develop the power in 
tbe San Joaqain. 


DISCCSS1KU THE BALLOT LA\V 


The new ballot lanr is the occasion of 


a good decl of difference of opinion. 
In 


somo instances it is nob perfectly clear 
as to tho'esact meaning and .purpose of 
the law, and with their usual enterprise 
the newspaper editors are endeavoring 
to solve the knotty points and make 
clear to the wayfarer that which is ob- 
acure to the cloeo observer. Thia dis- 
cussion, by tho way, is a cood thing1. It 
will eventually throw some light 0.3 a 
subject that is now decidedly in the 
dark, and upon which information is im- 
portant to tho citizen. 


The Sacramento papers, in view of an 


ipproaching municipal election, are dia- 
cuseinj; the moaning of that provialon of 
law which provides for independent 
nominations on petition addressed to the 
county clerk and signed by at least 5 
per cent oi the voters in tho electoral 
division for which officers are to le 
elected. The Bee contends that any 
man who signs tmck a petition haa no 
legal right to take part in r>ny cf tho reg- 
ular primaries, while tho Record-Union 
arguea that the prohibition only applies 
ta taking part in the conventions. The 
following ia the provision of law govern- 
ing such cases: 


No certificate of nomination shall con- 


tain the name of more than one candi- 
date for each office to he filled. No per- 
son shall join in nominating, under the 
provisions of this code, more than OL o 
nominee for each office to be filled; and 
no person who haa voted in aconvention 
for or against a candidate for office, shall 
join in nominating in any manner any 
other nominee for that office, and no 
person shall accept a nomination to more 
than one office, 


The Oakland Tribune agrees with the 


Bee and saye: '-The wording of the 
provision IB a little obscure, bnt it ap- 
pears to ua that the contention 
At' fhe 


Bee is correct, for tho reason that the 
object of the law ia to prevent repeating. 
The man who joina in a nomination by 
petition should have no right to join in a 
nomination by means of primaries and a 
convention. To be euro no roferenco ie 
made in terms to the primaries, bat 
they are the foundation of tbe conven- 
tion, and are part of the same political 
operation. The convention ia merely 
the legal and concrete expression of the 
results of the primaries, and besides 
to allow a man to vote at the primaries, 
and at the same time join in nomina- 
tions by petition, wonld simply be to en- 
courage repeating. The same objections 
that apply to repeating at the final polls 
apply with almoat equal force to the pre> 
liminary elections, and to permit it in 
the way contended for by the Record- 
Union, wonld simply be to stultify the 
law." 


TRUSTEE ALFORD put his official foot in 


again last night when be demanded the 
discharge of s member ot the fire depart* 
ment for no other reason than that the 
fireman Lad expressed the opinion that 
it was not in [he power of iho board to 
discharge members of the department. 
The firemen rr.ay not have shown a very 
large degree of respect for the board, but 
that has nothing to do with competence 
to fill .is position, and in showing that 
amount of disrespect be waa only doing 
in a mild way wbat everybody eles does 
emphatically. 


IF the opinion of engineers and expe- 


rienced firemen are worthy of any con- 
sideration the Waterous'fire engine now 
here on trial ia altogether inferior to 
other engines ofita class and cost.

The appearance of tho engine ia against 


her and EC is her size, though the broad 
wheels were specially ordered so by the 
council, it is claimed. 


When tho timo for the trial arrived 


Cliiet Hinging directed the engine to be* 
milked, that is to have all the water 
drawn froiu her, claiming that ehc had 
been primed ,crfilled with water.and that 
under the circumstances a test would not 
be fair. 


Mr. Chapman protested against snch a

business interests of the coast. It may 
be conceded that tbere is something in 
the arsuiuent that cutting freight charges 
slightly unsetilea values for the time be- 
ia»r, tut in thia the benefits realized by 
buyers and consumers are certainly equal 
to any inconvenience or loss that mfiy 
result. In the shipment of onr prod- 
ucts to market the benefit is all on the 
side of the producer and dealer. There 
is no offset tbere. The cut falls into the 
pocket of tbe shipper with a certainty 
that ia all tho more pleasice because of 
it? rarity. The ingeniocs editor oi the 
Mail will hardly es=ert that it ia not a 
benefit to California to have the cost of 
citrus fruit transportation to tbe east re- 
duced from 51.25 to 90 cents per 100 
pounds, 
li he does so coateul he 


will not bo able to make the orange 
growers believe it. 


But it was more particularly in regard 


to passenger tariff from the east to Cali- 
fornia that THE

ing that a cut rats would be beneficial. 
The Mail's argument in opposition to 
that proposition is unique. It believes 
that the railroad company ia more v; tally 
interested in the prosnerity and develop- 
ment of California than most people are;

Henre that it a reduction of rates from 
the east would be beneficial to California 
that the company would ma&e it without 
tny advice or back talfe from newspaper 
editors, who are not in a position 
to know how to run railroads properly. 
This suimde somewhat logical and might 
be accepted aa conclusive but for one or 
two things. The first obstacle in tho 
way of the Mail's sweeping assumption i 
that the interests of the state and tho 
railroad company are not always in 
accord; the second is that the railroad 
comp&ny is not omnipotent. Like all 
other institutions of human creation it is 
liable to make mistakes. THE REPUBLI- 
CAN is not entertaining an idea that it 
kuotvs better how to rah a railroad than 
does Mr, Huntingdon acd hia able associ- 
ates, but it ie nevertheless firm in the 
belief tbat a radical redaction of passen- 
ger rates from the east for ninety days 
would be of nntold benefit to thia state, 
and that the railroad company would 
not in the outcome 
be 
the loser. 


As to whether it would be a benefit to 
the state there is room for argument. It 
would bring thousands of people hero 
who are anxious to eECApe tbe rigors of 
eastern winter and investigate the reports 
which have' gone to tbem in regard to 
this land of en n shine and plenty. There1 


fore if the railroad company cannot rec- 
oncile what it considers its wtereats to 
what are plainly tbe interests of the 
state, we hope for a rate war that will 
break down the barriers which prevent 
the needed influx of population. 


The Mail's argumont that the railroad

room. 


"Lavarino and I ara countrymen—Ital- 


ian?," he said to a reporter yesterday, 
"and natives o! (Jenoa. I left home 
about nineteen years ago, being then 
about 11 years old. I came as cabin boy 
on a ship which I deserted at San Fran- 
cisco. Getting into the latin quarter I 
was soon put to QEB aud eoou worked 
myself up from pantry boy to a full 
fledged cook. Several years ago 1 camo 
to Frasoo whero I am well known, hav- 
ing worked in hotels and chophonses all 
over town. 


"Four years ago I made the acquaint- 


aoca of the Lavarmos. They had then 
come from Merced and were running a 
hoarding house at which I became cook. 
From time to time I quit the job but al- 
ways roomed aud l*aanled there." 


Uanso then goes ou to state that about 


a year ago one V. Lockwi, an Italian, 
held tha position of foreman on a vine- 
yard owned by a doctor whose aama he 
forgot, camo to live with tbe Lavarinoa, 
and tbat thia fellow and Mre. Lavarino 
became unduly intimate, arousing jeal- 
ously on the part of the husband. Benso 
claims tha~ he was the only man who 
knew of this intimacy and it was fear of 
exposure that caused her to attempt to 
poison him. 


HIS STORY. 


His own story is as follows: "Mrs. 


Lavariuo and he became very intimate 
and Luckesi Eeveral times gut badly 
licked by the woman's busbaud—jaal- 
ous, of course. Fearing a revelation of 
tbe intimacy between the pair by Luckesi 
tbere is reason to believe what many 
Italians know just now, that Mrs. Lava- 
rino offered $10 to a nigger to do away 
with Luckesi. I .accused Rose of thie, 
but she only denied the color of tbe 
would-be assassin—that ha was white, 
not black. Be this as it may, however, 
the party employed having received 
$5, as payment in advance, cleared 
out. 
Luckesi 
is 
now somewhere 


around Madera, I believe, pruning. 


"Ae to the Alfoczio stabbing affray, 


Alfonzio accused Mre. Lavarino of hav- 
ing a man with her in her room and to 
prevent hia Gqoealins I got into a row 
with him. He drew a knife on me and 
carved me up a little. 


"i took tbe case to court and Rose, 


threatened on all sides with exposure, 
implored me to end my life with hers 
the day previous to the trial. 


"I agreed, and having received 50 


cents from Mrs. Lavarino expanded 25 
cents of it in strychnine at Messmg's 
drug store. The poison wae then buried 
In the cellar. 


"Beforfl the day of Alfonzio's trial, 


however,, both of iis changed our minds 
as to suicide. Things were diplomatic- 
ally arranged by Rose, and Alfonzio got 
free as a reward for his silence. A gush- 
ing love letter written by Mrs. Lavarino 
to Luckesi was suppressed by the pross- 
(fnling attorney. 
| 


' "Mre. Layarino new bejan fo cast me i 
off, and alter repeated scoldings and 
abuse, mingled with artful pleadings, 
finally induced me to leave town. She, 
gave me $5 to help mo oat. I went to 
Madera and after a fow days returned 
again to Lsvarino's to the dismay and 
disgust of Rose. 


"Xo more inducements were offered 


me to loave town, but I firmly believe a 
more diabolical plot was on foot.

hat 1 bad been poisoned. 


"Roso tried to laagti away my fpara,

At tbe afternoon Beeeion, the wit- 


neeaeB having been 6worn, Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Van Meter opened the 
c&ee for tbe prosecution. 


He stated that the evidence to be of- 


fered by his Bide would discloae that the 
defendant and the deceased nere not on 
friendly terms, possibly arisingirom the 
fact that the delendant believed the de- 
ceased to have been partly instrumental 
in causing a separation between the de- 
fendant and his wife. That warm words 
had paassd between the defendant and 
the deceased prior tj tbe day o! tho kill- 
ing; that the defendant made threats 
against the life of the deceased; that the 
defendant was ERGU on the day of tho 
killing carrying bis revolver^ about tlm 
tent saloon And lay for several hours 
tinder a tree near the road leading up 
from the Auberry poatoffico to tho place 
of tbe killing. 


Attorney Van Meter then described 


tbe scene of the killing upon n map 
showing all the important localities. 
He next stated Uiat tbe defendant was 
seen to leave the tree near the roadside 
between Branch's barn aud tho tout 
with one Martin, and go down toward 
his ealooQ about one hour before the 
killing. Then followed a brief descrip- 
tion of the tragedy, after which the first 
witneaa waa put on the stand. 


Tbo first witness for the prosecution 


WM James Fennel. 
He testified: 
I saw AFurphy and 


Martin at tbe 
saloon un July 27. 


Murphy had a. revolver. I saw Alurphy 
about 5 o'clock under tbe tree near the 
road that runs up to Logan Baiids. 
Martin came and locked arms with 
Murphy and went towards Murphy'e 
Saloon. This was about an hour before 
Johns waa killed. 
John Gibbon, the next 'witness, testi- 


fied : Stayed in Mrs, Spencer's camp, 
about 200 or 300 yards above Fennel's 
tent, on the night before the killing. 
Mre. 
Murphy also 
stayed .there. 


Murphy came up next morning between 
5 anil G o'clock and called me out. We 
eat down on a box find had a talk. He 
wanted to kr.ow whether I bad any- 
thing to do with getting Ida wife away 
from him, I told him I had not. He 
then asked me if'I knew anything about 
Johns. 1 told him I didrrt know any- 
thing about him. He said that Johns 
had threatened to kill him uud that he 
would get even on him before night. 


Logan Baird was next summoned to 


tbe stand by the prosecution. 
He first 


described the location of Branch's house, 
the tent saloon, Spencer's camp, the 
road 
to 
Baird's, 
Baivd's 
house, 


tho road to Sanger, the slaughter house, 
the ravine, Mre. Young's hou'ae, the road 
from hia house by the slanghter houan to 
Young's. Had been at the slaughter 
house for several hours. Was running 
cattle around. Saw no one. Suddenly 
heard a scream from tbe direction of 
Mrs. Young's house. Stepped to one 
side and saw Murphy lovel a rifle at 
Johns, who was seated in a buggy hold- 
ing the Hues iu his right hand. I heard 
tho shot and saw Johns fall to one Bide. 
Went to meet tbo buggy and helped take 
Johns out. Saw no revolver. Got there 
about the same time as Leahy. Murphy 
afterward came over to the slaughter 
house and Raid he bad to kill him, 
(.meaning Johns) as Johns had threat- 
ened his life. I told him I had nothing 
to do with that, I only knew what I eaw. 
Murphy then Ball be hoped I would 
.nevei get into such trouble. I answered 
that a woman scrape was a nasty 
affair. He said it wasn't about any 
woman tbat I shot him. but he had 
threatened my life, and I had to kill him.

church, Uiia city, covers a span oi just 
ten years—ten yeara of honest, earnest, 
successful labor in the cause of Christ 
and the coed of mankind. 


The First Congregational church 


Fresno was orsanteed on April 23,1SS2 
in the public school houee. Eight mem 
hers united at its organization and wen 
for a time under the pastoral careof Kev 
Mr. Blakeeley, a pioneer missionary o 
this etats. Iu but a tew months Mr 
Blakosley'a health failed and jmbli 
aarvices were suspended for a" few 
months. 


\bont the middle of January of th 


following year Rev. Georga E. Freeman 
came to this city and proceeded togatbe 
the HUla band of believers. Tbe fira 
service was held in an old wooden build 
ing used ae a private school and locatet 
where the Farmers' bank now stands 
Eleven persons wera present at the fira 
service, which number Boon increased t 
lifty. The next step waa A removal to 
halt on Mariposa etreet, over rooms tut 
occupied G3 an undertaking establish 
nient, where thp church worshipped fo 
one year when it waa determined to ere 
a church building. Lota were eeuure 
at the corner of loyo and K etreeta an 
the pastor and hia floct, now somewhat 
(HmiuiBhcd by the formation of the Pres- 
byterian and Baptist churches, under- 
took the erection nf the building which 
will be rededicated today. This they ac- 
complished in June, 18S4, and with tbo 
aid of many eastern frieuda t'.iu build- 
ing waa dedicated the following autumn 
without aerioua debt, and at a coat oi 
fmWO. 


ANOTHER PASTORAL CIIAltUK. 


Ilev. Mr. Freeman remained pastor for 


ibout two years longer, when ho resigned 
to be succeeded by Key. Mr. MesBtve, 
who served the church for one year. 
Following him Rev. Mr. Yoorbeia be- 
came pastor, hut before the close of the 
first year left the work to engage in the 
Young Men'a Christian association ser- 


ice. He waa followed by Rev. E. G. 


Chaddocfc, during his pastorate tho par- 
sonage, coating ?3000, was bnilt. Mr. 
Obaddock resigned in June, 1890, and 
waa followed in September by the preaeut 
pastor, Rev. Ben F.Sargent. Numerous 
additions have been made to the church 
from time to time. Aboat 150 have been 
connected, with it during its history, of 
which number about fifty, have removed 
to take up their relationship to churches 
elsewhere.

THE NEW EDIFICE. 


Despite the frequent additions made, a 


year ago it became evident that a com- 
plete remodeling of the building was de- 
manded. This has been accomplished, 
[n place ot the modest little church 
there now stands a handsome 2-etory 
building, covering every department of 
church work. 


The vestibule IH 10x12 feet in size. To 


tbe rijfbt on catering it is the cloak 
room, used also as the Sunday school 
library. Then come the vestry, rooms, 
used aleo for the intermediate Sunday 
school, comprising an area of 2&r31 feet. 
These rooms may be connected with 
the other rooms by a series of eight fold- 
ing doors. The primary Sunday school 
room is 20x31i In rear o! the vestry is 
the kitchen lOxlU feet, fitted up with 
rauge, cupboards, running water and alt 
necessary appliances and conveniences 
to make good cheer for the members. 


In rear of the primary Sunday school 


room the pastor's study is found. It 
bag been neatly furnished and IB amply 
provided with hook caeca, etc. 
Hence a 


stairway loads fo tho auditorium above, 
for the aee of the pastor and tbe mem- 
bers of the choir. 


On this floor, occnpying the last apart- 


ment, also is the furnace, connecting 
with all the rooms of the building, 


THE AUDlTOBlini. 


From tho vestibule an easy stairway, 


with four landings, leads to the maiu 
body of the chnrch. The old friends of 
tbe church will fail to recognize this au- 
ditorium, so great are the changes. The 
building has bajn widened sixteen feet 
and increaaed in length fourteen feet by 
the addition of an organ chamber, the 
side walls being supported by six arches, 
three on each side, the arches being 
Gothic in style. Tho whole has a very 
light and pleasing effect. The organ 
chamber is dome-shaped and reaches to 
the ceiling. It ia back of the pulpit and 
a step higher and separated from it by 
panel ecreens, finiehed in the natural 
wood. 


The walls bave been elegantly frescoed 


by the well known artiat, P. M. Fish- 
burn. The walls are dona in terra cotta. 
The ceiling is done in an evening sky 
blue, with a frieze in neutral tint run- 
ning around the building. Tbe general 
style is Gothic. The carpets correspond 
in color, making a very pretty whole. 


Tho seats are arranged ID semi-circle*, 


thus securing the greatest poeelble seat- 
ing capacity. It is a very handsome 
building, has been greatly admired,.and 
does credit to the architects, Mesare. 
Fowler & Wilkinson.

LEEDS ANTAGONIZES THE 
SOUTHBKN PACIFIC. 


Keating of MercuaudiBe to BB Taken 


From Mr. Stnbbs by the 


Merfiimiits. 


Behind tho announcement made by J. 


S. LeedB, the manager ol tbe traffic asso- 
ciation, in his circular letter declaring 
the lecftl rights of shippers to fix tao 
routes over which 
they desire their 


freights to pass, there is a good deal of 
vim and determination, and tbe mer- 
chants as an organized body realize that 
they have had their first tilt wiih tlie 
Southern Pacific company. Tjhey say 
that this declaration by-Mr. Leeds will 
be lived up to, and that they will here- 
after oppose all efforts of the Southern 
Pacific to dictate routes for them. 


The occasion oi the issuance of tho 


circular, aavs the Chronicle, was said by 
a member of the traffic association yea- 
tarday to be the adoption by tho Trans- 
continental association, at its recent 
meeting in New York, of a inle that 
where eastern linoa opposed the interests 
ot the association no shipments o! 
freight would be given to tbem by tbe 
lines in the railroad pool. It was seen 
at once by the manager of the traffic as- 
sociation that if this rule was made to 
apply on California business it wculd 
close to our shippers any possible com- 
petition from .which they might other- 
wise derive much benefit. 


Another-reason for declaring the root- 


ing prerogative aa a fixed one waa tbat it 
will BOOU be necessary for tbe traffic as- 
sociation IP begin an active warfare 
against tha Southern Pacific company if 
it is to accomplish tbe purposes for 
which it was called into existence. Mr. 
Leeds desired to test tho mettle of the 
members of the association, and to give 
tbe weak brethren who have been used 
to submission when dealing with the 
railroad a little stiffening of tbe back- 
bone, lie saw in the issuance of the 
circular an excellent beginning, and if 
tbe advice it contained is followed ont 
the timid shippers will soon have all 
taken a plunge into the sea of opposition 
to railroad rule. 


J. C. Stubbs is represented by the 


merchants as having used this routing of 
freight as a cadg<?l, by which he has 
gquslched the opposition of the eastern 
lines to the rule of the Transcontinental 
association over California freights. It 
has aleo served the purposes of the 
Southern Pacific as an individual lino in 
a most eatiefactory way; for if t was as- 
certained tbat eastern roads would not 
participate in through rates made by 
the Transcontinental aflac-ciation, and 
antagonized it because it wanted more 
than its fair share of the division of tbe 
rates, then the shipper would be told 
the only thing left for him to do was to 
ship his freight by the Sunset rorne. -In 
this way the Southern Pacific company 
has stifled the competition of eastern 
lines. Tho merchants think that if a fair 
division of tho through rates were always 
made the eastern lines would1 be more 
anxious to secura traffic to and from Cali- 
fornia, and that they would always re- 
main open for their 'shipments. 


A WONDEItli-OL MINE. 


MaripOKa Prospectors Tell of A Wide 


Vein. 


It is reported that in the Tyro mine, 


owned by Charles Sutherland and F. C, 
Jarvis, located one mile southeast of 
ConUdfville, Mariposa county, a vein BIX 
inches wide has been uncovered for a 
distance of sixty feet and still continues.

AH the drawing seen in the schools is 


free hand, no rules being used either for 
making the lines or for measuring thorn. 
Tho system of industrial drawing has 
been in use a year and a bplf and shows 
eplended results. Drawing from nature 
was begua but a mouth Ago. The work 
displayed woald have been an inpoEBibil- 
ity but for the training in industrial 
drawing. The two kinda now are to 150 
hand in hand. 


The map drawing is from a system du- 


vised by Superintendent Heaton and ia 
ah application to geography of the prin- 
ciples contained iu the industrial draw- 
ing. Closely allied to this is the work 
in" sand molding. With moist ssnd and 
a tray specially prepared each pnpll 
models the continent in relief. A begin- 
ning has jest been made in modeling in 
putty and the display is very creditable.

Last Monday Professor Heaton showed 


the- pnpils in some rooms an example of 
wood carving and asked what they could 
do. All were anxious to try, bnt many 
could not get material for work. The 
display ia this department for the short 
time was marvelous. It is tho intention 
tnkeep up this work. There in not time 
~~* it in school, bnt pupils are en- 


aged to do all kiudaof handwork at 


home. The girls do eewing, cooking, 
etc., the boys carving and other work in 
wood. 


The primary work in writing was par- 


ticularly commendable. Tho work la 
begun with very soft lead pencil on 
rough paper. Lines are required to be 
made very lightly, thus preventing the 
close grip of the pencil aud cramped 
movement. Next follows drill exorcises 
for free arm movement with pen. and ink. 
The specimens on pupil's desks showed 
allonges of development. When it has 
had time, this system must produce fine 
reauHe. The cleanly condition of tbe 
Bjwciments exhibited was particularly 
noticeable. 


"The development of tha young uimd 
was easily traceable from the lower to 
the' higher grade and it afforded. a 
splendid opportunity for study. Noth- 
ing ia more interesting than to watch Uifl 
cfiild's mind tmfold, like the flowers of 
spring, tracinR it from the rude and 
simple; effor-tn-of tho primary grade to 
^he finished work of the.graduating clasa

e high school. AU thia was laid 
' bare at this exhibit and the comparisons 


did no discredit to the teachers as indi- 
vidual educators, uor yet to the system 
HB~ a whole.

THREE PURPOSES SUBSERVED 


Navigation, Draiiiago,and Irrigation 


Will Be Servea-Ke^n Connty 


Straight in Line. 


The people of the San Joatiuin valley 


counties have taken hold in earnest of 
the proposition to construct a navigable 
cuoal connecting that portion of tho 
state with tidewater, [ays thaChicnicIs. 
Che proposition is to make such canal 
serve a threefold purpose—navigation, 
drainage and irrigation. Those familiar 
with the region are conGdent that BO 
comprehensive a plan is perfectly feaei- 
lie. Tho Bakers Geld Californian con- 
.ributes the following interesting facts 
o the discussion: 
The convention which met at Fresno 


on Thursday last ^has set people talking 
and thinking. It is not every meeting 
if men which produces such reoalts, and 
t can therefore be asserted that good 
was accomplished at the first public dis- 
cussion of the carml proposition. 


The present conditions are these: The 


Jan Joaquin is navigable • tho 
year 


hrough-aa far. as Hill's ferry, eay about 
150 miles from the mouth of the (a olden 
Gate ami about 100 miles from deep 
water at Antloch. From Hill's ferry to 
White's bridge, say sixty miles,- the 
:iver is open about six months in the 
year, and the body of water now dia- 
ributid through various slougha by 
dredging, at a cost estimated not to ex- 
ceed $125,000, can be concentrated into 
me canal, passable throughout the year. 
So much for a natural waterway which 
inly needs concentration lo be always 
ivailable. 


Now the Fresno people dcsiro to have 


a canal not less than sixty feet wide and 
:arring four feet ol water, constructed 
ram White's Bridge across the country 
0 their city, a distance of thirty-four 
miles. There are no engineering diffi- 
culties and it is estimated that it can be 
constructed for $6000 per mllo, including 
;he necessary locks, making a total coat 
of about ?200,COO. 


When the convention first assembled 


n Fresno county the question was 
iquarely put: "Where is tbe benefit for 
Tulaie and Kern cmmtiea that they 
ihould be asked to join in this matter?" 
The answer is simple und direct. Navi- 
;ation should not stop at 
White's 


1 ridge, nor at Fresno, but at the Buena 
Vista lake reservoir, in Kern county, 
tune moving the head of naiigation ?8o 
miles inland fioin Aatioch, 


This, although of course not a slight 


nndertakine, is feasible and 'presents 
neither difficult 'nor alarmingly expen- 
iive engineering problems. 


From an engineering point of viow thia 


ranal wonlfl naturally be divided into 
\ve sections, as follows: 


Section 1—From White's Bridge to tho 


•idge abuut sixty mi lea north of LiHis, 
thirty-two milos simple excavating, to 
cost not more than $5000amile, or $160,- 
OflO. 


Section 2—Thiough the ridge toTuJare 


lake, eighteen miles, where the cut will 
average at leait twelve feet from surface- 
;o bottom of CAna1, requiring an opening 
132 feet wid? across the lop. This may 
coat $25,000 a mile, or $150,000. 


The profile in these two sections rises 
•om Hi-j feet at White's Bridge to 210 
eet at the summit of the ridge and drops 
,o 200 feet at Tulare lake, thus making a 
fall of .thirty-five feet in tho 50inila 
engtb of these two eectioae. 


Section 3—Dredging a channel through 


Culare lake, say thirty miles, an under* 
aking which cannot be accurately es- 
;imated until careful examination haa 
jeen had. bui which will probably not 
exceed $2300 per mile, or $75,000. 


.Section 4—From Tulare lake to tho 


end of. Henry jVIUler'a canals, abont 
t^oaiy miles, which will coat eay $6000 
per mile, or"$120,OflO. 


Section 5—The Kern Valley Water 


company's—Henry Miller's—canal is 
ibont twenty-five miles long, heading in 
Baena Viata lake reservoir. This sec- 
tion, already built, will only require 
locks to make it navigable. . 


The fall in the forty-five miles from 


Buena Vista to Tulaie lake is about 100 
feet, BO that twenty-five locks, coating 
about ?3000 each, or $75,000 in the ag- 
gregate, will be needed in sections 4 
and 5.

It is presumed that no one will ask 


"What good will this canal accomplish 
if finished?" for KB advantages are obvi- 
ous and so many; and aaide from tha 
convenience and cheapness 'of water 
travel, there are two things of almost in- 
calculable value that will result. 


Firat—Tnit canal will run to tho low- 


est portion of the .valley, ita very trough 
as it were, and if only uaed for drainage 
purposes will become of immense ad- 
vantage, within a few years. 


It ia evident to everyone at all conver- 


sant with agricultural and horticultural 
conditions that the San Joaqnin valley ia 
rapidly reaching a point where draining, 
as well as irrigating ditchea, are of prime 
naceBiity. The depth of water level be- 
low the surface ja gradually diminishing, 
and an extensive drainage aysteci will 
ere long be absolutely requisite. 


Second—Reclamation and preservation 


of immense bodies of splendid land will 
also result from this proposed c*na . For 
example, it is often remarked tbat the 
waters ol Tolare lake, which receded for 
a term of years, are gradually rising. In 
round numbers 306 square railea or 
nearly 250,000 acres of fertile lands are 
subject to inundation by the waters of 
Tulare lake «t an time upon a succession 
of two or three wot seasons. This is in 
excess of tho land now under the waters 
of the lake. A tax of $5 per acre on that* 
body of land alone would build the whole 
canal and absolutely protect the 250,000 
acrea against any future overflow. 


This of itself ia sufficient warrant for 


the canal, for it will at once nmke $40 
land ont of what now haa only & dry year 
Yal oe—practically nothing.

AX AUBEBBY VALLEY TBAGEDY 


Tbe Victim Said to Have Been Inti- 


mate With HurpLy'a 


Wife.

Quite a u umber of people gathered in 


Jud<*9 Holmes' court yesterday mormng 
expecting to witness the opening of the 
trial of the case of the Poople ve. John 
Murphy, charged with killing Philo 
Johns. The caaa went over uutU this 
morning at 0 o'clock, however, as several 
important. wHnesBeB for the prosecution 
were absent. The court leaned bench 
warranta.for tlie missing witnesses, and 
if found the trial will probably b?gin 
tuia morning. 


Some doubt is expressed that the de- 


fense will be ready, as an important wit- 
ness of theirs, one lUvid Leahy, is also 
ibaent. He went to St. Louis eouie time 
laat November in consequence of some 
litigation over his father's e&tate and 
ias not been heard of since. The ile- 
rcnse desire that hie testimony aa given 
jy him at the preliminary examination 
je admitted, but the prosecution seems 
not disposed to consent to this, which 
may result in a further postponement. 


The circumstances of the killing were 


given very fully in Tim REPUBLICAK at, 
the time. 


The killing took place on July 27 last, 


in Auberry valley near Mra. "Young's 
place. Murphy is a half-breed Indian 
ind has a rather good looking white wife. 
It seems she was not a. very faithful 
BUUUEO aud rumor coupled her name 
with Philo Johns. Murphy and Johns 
iftd had a quarrel over the matter be* 
Fore this fatal meeting and both had 
made threats. 


On the evening of July 27 Johns and a 


>iend, Harvey Lewis, were on tbe way 
:o Sauger in a cart. When about 300 
feet from Mra. Young's place Murphy 
emerged from behind some chapparal 
along the road, n rifle over hie shoulder, 
and ordered the occupants of t tie cart to 
Btop. They did EO and a br of colloquy 
ensued. Murphy inquired about Johns' 
whereabonfa on a certain day and asked 
whether he did not know his wife in- 
tended being at the p'ar.i mentioned, 
Tohti3 denied knowing anything about it, 
upon which Murpby referred to some 
threats he said Johns had made. Accord- 
ing to Lewis, -Johns thereupon let his 
fjaad fall upon a pistol lying between 
them on the seat of the cart, when Mur- 
phy fired, striking Johns in the side and 
afmoRt instantly killing him.

The railroad convention at Bakersfielii 


came to a close Tuesday aveniup, aud tbe 
delegates representing Fresno thereat re- 
:urned home yesterday. 


Captain H. D. Colaon was eeen by a 


EUi'UBUCAN reporter and expressed him- 
self as very much pleased witn tha proj- 
ect. In fact, he was quite enthusiastic. 


'Before I went down to Bakenfield," 


he said, "I conld not understand how 
Fresno could be benefited by helping to 
build a railroad from Bakerefleld to Fort 
llarford. I did not think it possible 
that Fresno woald render any as&ietaace 
aud wben I got there I told them that if 
Fresno was expected to contribute to the 
scheme under the conditions as I under- 
stood them, their hopes would netbs 
realized, f soon found out, however, 
that the project was entirely different 
from what I supposed, and 1 am now 
much more in lavor of than I was ever 
opposed to it. 


"The road, as projected, will benefit 


Fresno and Tulare as well aa Bakers- 
field, and I hope tho people of thia 
county will earnestly interest themselves 
in it. It will start from Port Harford, 
iu San Luis Obispo county and go north- 
east, entering the Ban Jonquin valley via 
Paau Koblea. At a point about tbirty- 
iivo miles west of Lake Tulare will be 
the junctian from which branches will 
be built to Fretsuo, Tulare and Bakers- 
field. Tbo distance from Fresno to the 
junction is about esventy-four milas; 
from Tulare seventy-eight miles and 
about the same distance from Bakera- 
fieldtothe junction. From Port Har- 
ford to the junction is ninety miles. 
Thua tboro will be ahcut 300 miles of 
road to build, the cost of which will be 
between $1,500,000 and $5,000,000. 


"I have beau to Port .Uaiford and 


think it the boot harbor between San 
Francisco and Han Diego. Being an old 
sailof'I know of what I sneak, and in 
some respects Port Uarford is superior 
to San Francisco. Besides, the govern- 
ment is now constructing a break water 
at the former place, which will make it 
safer still. There is room enough for a 
great tonnage. 
"Port Harford is the natural outlet for 


thia county," continued Captain Coleon, 
"and railroad connection with it would 
be of inestimable benefit to Fresno. The 
route aa proposed could hardly be more 
direct and I believe that in time a trans- 
continental tine would switch onto it. 
Tho AtehiBon might connect with it from 
tbe aonth, or Boma other road might push 
on over tbe Bierras and connect with the 
tidewater road in this city.

"The awful crime of the Indian is estab- 
lished beyond a doubt and he was thor- 
oughly scared. He ia said to be possessed 
of eome wealth and offered the officers 
everything to be saved from tha mob 
and taken out of Visalia.
